But I notice that when the nrodigal 
came there was the fatner’s joy. He 
hid not greet him with any formal 
"How do you do?" He did not come 
out and say. "Yon are unfit to enter; 
go out and w ash in the trough by tile 
welt, and then you can come in: we 
have had enough trouble with yon." 
Ah, no! \Vnen tiie proprietor of that 
estate proclaimed festival, it was an 
outburst of a father's love and a fath- 
er's joy. G «i is vour father. I have 
not much sympathy with that descrip- 
tion of God 1 sometimes hear, 
as though He were a Turkish Sul- 
tan — hard an unsympathetic, and list- 
ening not to the cry of his subjects. A 
man told me he saw, in one of the 
eastern lands, a king riding along, and 
two men were in altercation, and one 
charged the other with having eaten 
his rice. And the king said: "Then 

slay tne man. and, by post-mortein ex- 
amination, find whether he lias eaten 
the rice." And he was slain. Ah, the 
cruelty of a scene like that! Our God 
is not a sultan, not a despot, but a 
Father — kind, loving, forgiving: and 
Hi- makes all Heaven ring again when 
a prodigal comes back.

tian ministry. I wish somebody vron'd 
write a good, rousing book abont the 
joys of the Christian ministry. Since J 
entered the profession, I have seen 
more of the goodness of God than I 
will be able to celebrate in all eter- 
nity. 1 know *orae boast about their 
equilibrium, and they do not rise into 
enthusiasm, and they do not break 
down with emotion: but I confess to 
you plainly that when I see a man 
coming to God and giving up his sins. I 
feel in body, mind and sonl a trans- 
port. -When I see a man. who is bound 
hand and foot in evil habit, emancipat- 
ed. I rejoice over it as though it were 
my own emancipation. When, in our 
communion service, such throngs of 
young and old stood up at the altars, 
and in the presence of Heaven and 
earth and hell, attested their alle- 
giance to Jesus Christ. I felt a joy 
setnething akin to that which the 
ajKJstle dc-cribcs when he says: 
‘‘Whether In the body I can not tell, or 
out of the body I can not tell; God 
knoweth.” 

Have not ministers a right to rejoice 
when a prodigal come.-, home? They 
blew the trumpet, and ought they- not 
to be glad of the gatberiitgof the host? 
They pointed to the full supply, and 
ought they not to rejoice when souls 
pant as the hart for the water brook? 
They came forth saying, “A 11 things 
are now ready," ought they nut to re- 
joice when the prodigal sits down at 
the banquet? 

Life insurance men will tell you that 
ministers of religion as a class live 
longer than any other. It is confirmed 
by the statistics of all those wiio calcu- 
late upon human longevity. Why is it? 
There is more draft upon the nervous 
system than in any other profession, 
and their toil is most exhausting. 1 
have seen ministers kept on miserable 
stipends by parsimonious congrega- 
tions who wondered at the dullness of 
the sermons, when the men of God were 
|ierplexcd almost to death by questions 
of livelihood, and had not enough nu- 
tritions food to keep any fire in their 
temperament. No fuel, no fire. I have 
sometimes seen the inside of the life, of 
many of the American clergymen — nev- 
er accepting their hospitality, because 
they can not afford it; but I have seen 
them struggle mi with salaries of J.%00 
and ?»'O0 a year the average less than 
that — their struggle well depicted by 
the western missionary, who says in a 
letter: “Thank you for your last re- 

mittance: until it came we had not any 
meal in our house for one year, and 
all last winter, although it wasasevere 
winter, our children wore their summer 
clothes." Anti these men of God I find 
in different parts of the land, strug- 
gling against annoyances and exasper- 
ations innumerable: some of tlu-tn 

week after week entertaining agents 
who have maps to sell, and submitting 
themselves to all styles of annoyance, 
and yet without complaint, and cheer- 
ful of sonl. How do- yon account for 
the faet that these life insurance men 
tell us that ministers as a class live 
longer than any others? It is because 
of the joy of their work, the joy of the 
harvest field, the joy of greeting prodi- 
gals home to their Father's house. 

We are in sympathy with ail inno- 
cent hilarities. We can enjoy a hearty- 
song. and we can be merry with the 
merriest; but those of us who have 
toiled in the service are ready to testi- 
fy that all these joys are tame com- 
pared with the satisfaction of seeing 
men enter the kingdom of God. The 
great eras of every minister are the 
oi* pom ings of the Holy Gho.-t, and 1 
thank God I have seen twenty of them. 
Thank God. thank God! 

I notice also when the prodigal 
comes back ail earnest Christians re- 
joice. If you stood on a promontory, 
and there was a hurricane at sea. and 
it was blowing toward the shore, and 
a vessel crashed into the rocks, and 
you saw tieople get ashore in the life- 
boats, and the very last man got on the 
rocks in safety, you could not control 
your joy. And it is a glad t>me when 
t he Church of God sees men who are 
tossed on the ocean of their sins 
plant their feet uu the rock of Jesus 
C Urist. 



As the train approached it at a rate of 
about twenty-five miles an hour the , 
engineer noticed that the switch was j 
set for the wrong track, and blew his 
whistle.

The anarchists reached their desti- 
nation by- walking a mile to Madison 
street and going out on electric cars. 
It was a slow way of transporting such 
a crowd, as there were but few cars 
running, the cemetery was finally- 
reached. anil wreaths of flowers, most- 
ly red in color, were placed on the 
graves of the five dead anarchists. 

The first speech of the day was made 
by E. M. Quinn, and. for anarchistic 
discourse, was exceeding mild. 

The crowd was cautioned to keep 
quiet, but forgot itself when Herr 
Most, the New York agitator, appeared, 
llcrr Most's style seemed to take well, 
and prolonged applause was frequent. 

The speaking of Herr Most in Chi- 
cago has caused more than a little 
trouble in anarchistic circles. One 
faction did not want him. ami. under 
the leadership of Tommy Morgan, 
held a special memorial in the West 
Side Tnrner hall Much bud feeling 
has been caused, and it i* believed that 
a permanent split has been caused in 
the societies of anarchism. 

Trouble w as experienced by the an- 
archists in getting permission to hold 
their celebration in the cemetery, and 
had it been known by the officials that 
llcrr Most was to speak, the request to 
use the cemetery for tue occasion 
would have i-een refused.

THE RIGHT OF WAY. 



of the owner of the land. Generally \ 
the land owner can designate where the ' 
the way shall be, and it need not nec- { 
easarily be the shortest or most con- ! 
▼ecient route. If the landowner does j 
not designate the owner of the right 
may seleet his route, but should do it 
in a proper place, with reasonable re- 
gard to the interests of the owner of 
the land. When the right has been 
acquired by prescription, it must be 
continued in the particular place 
where the claim was used which has 
become the right by user. In fact, a 
claim to wander at will over the prop- 
erty of another cannot become the 
foundation of a legal right. When the | 
person owning- the right lias selected 
the place for his right, he cannot | 
change it. but if it becomes suddenly I 
impassable or if it becomes ob.tructed | 
he may deviate from it. passing over ] 
adjoining land, but doing a* little 
damage as possible, till the place is 
made passable or the obstructions re- , 
moved. 

The ow ner of the land is not bound ! 
to keep the way in repair. His duty is " 
ended when he allows the owner of the 
right to pass. The owner of the right ! 
may repair it himself, and remove all 
obstacles to tiie u .e of the right. The 
owner of the land may, in the absence 
of any agreement to the contrary, | 
erect suitable gates and bars at tUc 
entranee of the wav. and if so erected 
the person using the way must close 
them after they have passed through. 
If they do not they are liable for all 
damages done by reason of cattle es- 
caping from the land or cattle coming 
on the land from the outside. 

In the case of a right gained by pre- 
scription if it was acquired for some 
particular purpose, as for carting wood ! 
from a wood lot, it cat.not be used 
against the permission of the land- 
owner for other purposes, after the 
wood has been cut off. if it increases 
I the travel over it, or the burden of the 
; way. A right acquired for passage on ( 
foot does not carry w-itn it a right to 
1 go with a team. The use of the right 
is uot confined to the owner of the ad- | 
joining land, but can generally be 
used, if not limited by any of the prin- 
ciples above stated, for ordinary ac- 
cess to or from the property. Such a 
right is not generally a personal right, 
but passes with the estate to which 
the right belongs, from one owner to 
another. — Grange Judd Farmer.

The Word lima Keen In t *e Since the 
Year 1800. 

The first time the word “scab” is 
known to have been used in its present 
sense by union men was in 1809. Al- 
though in 1817 several shipbuilders 
struck at Medford, Mast, for a contin- 
uous rum supply, not till 1891 did 
strikes become frequent. Thirteen hun- 
dred persons were idle at Fall Kiver for 
six months in 1850. 

The railroad strike of 1886, which be- 
gan in St. Louis May 5, will long be 
remembered for its magnitude. A 
union man had been discharged by the 
Missouri Pacific road, and the mechan- 
ics and shopmen struck. This was the 
nominal cause. Texas. Louisiana, Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Arkansas were 
largely affected, and governors of these 
states issued proclamations . 

Preceding this came the memorable 
strike of 1877 with its immense destruc- 
tion of life and property. The four 
great New Y'ork trunk lines were in 
the hands of the strikers from first to 
last. The riots of Chicago and St- 
Louis were the work of tramps.
